FOUR KILLED 
WHILE ASLEEP 
IN THEIR BEDS 


Fusilade of Shots Poured Into 
House Kept by Miner in 
Calumet 


TWO MEN HAD COME FROM 
TORONTO TO GET WORK 


Murders Have Arovsed Great In- 
dignation Among Occupants 
of Strike Zone 


CALUMET, wec, 7—Arthur and 
Harry James, were kitted, Thomas 
Dally was wounded and died later, 
and Mary Nicholson was fatally in- 
jured by rifle bullets, fired before day- 
light today into the apartment house 
in which they lived. The James broth- 
ers came here yesterday from Toron- 
to, Ont, and obtained employment in 
the Copper Range Consolidated mine, 
whose men are among those on strike. 

They stopped with Dally, a miner 
and a boarding house keeper. Miss 
Nicholson lived with her father, who 
occupied the other side of the Dally 
apartment house. 

All the vietims were asleep in beds 
when shot. Three kinds of rifle bullets 


were imbedded in the walls of the 
house and the difference in style of 
the bullets led to the belief that at 


least three men fired the ten or twelve 
shots, Six men are under arrest on 
suspicion. 

The murders aroused great indigna- 
tion throughout the strike zone, and 
mass meetings were held in different 
places today. Speakers condemned 
acts of lawlessness, of which these 
murders were the last. Resolutions 
were adopted demanding that the 
sheriff use all means to bring the Imw- 
breakers to justice, and urging all 
law-abiding citizens to unite in assist- 
ing peace officers in restoring normal! 
conditions to the strike district, 

The strikers held meetings and 
speakers exhorted the men to stick to 
the Western Federation’ of Miners 
and to be prepared to defend their 
homes from raids from officers, +

HINDUS LEAVE. 
WITH FLAMES IN 
THEIR HEARTS 


Are Indignant at the Widespread 
Agitation Over Recent Legal 
Decisicn 


SENT TELEGRAM TO 
PREMIER BORDEN 


Vancouver People Pleased if They 
Leave in Any State of 
t Mind

VANCOUVER, Déce 7 — Thdignant 
at the widespread agitation which de- 
veloped folowing the decision handed 
down by Chief Justice Hunter in the 
Hindu immigration cases last week, 
many former natives of the Punjab 
are said to have declared their inten 
tion of returning to their own country 
with ‘flames in their hearts,” as they 
describe their feeling in the pictur- 
esque style of the Orient. 

This decision was come to at meet+ 
ings held yesterday, both in Victoria 
und Vancouver. 

A telegram was drafted at the 
gathering and despatched to the Hon. 
ht. L. Borden, informing the Premier 
of the determination of many of the 
Sikhs to leave this country in a hos- 
tile frame of mind. Exclusion, as has 
been suggested as a solution of the 
Hindu immigration problem, would 
be looked upon as a mark of degrada- 
tion in the eyes of their “Brothers 
arms” in the Punjaub. The 
point out in their telegram to the 
Premier, referring to the fact that the 
majority of the native soldiers in the 
Punjaub Were loyal to the British at 
the time of the Indian mutiny, and 
helped to save that part of India to 
the empire. 

The opinion is also expressed in the 
despatch that the residont Hindus be- 
lieve it is now useless for them to ap- 
peal to the Canadian government for 
equitable treatment — evidently al- 
luding to the forcible deportation of 
the priest, Bhawang Singh on the Em- 
press last month. 

The general feeling among Van- 
couver citizens appears to be that it 
would be an excellent thing if the 
Hindus leave British Columbia, their 
frame of mine being a secondary con- 
sideration.

EARLY MORNING FRE 


City Brigade Has Eight Calls 
Within Twenty-four 
Hours

From 5.30 on Saturday afternoon 
to two o'clock on Sunday affernoon 
the city fire brigade respondeu to no 
less than eight alarms. Some of them 
were of rather a sériotis character, in 
one case five horses being cremated 
in a barn at the corner of Athabasca 
and Se rented by the Adams Ex- 
press company and in another case 
an auto belonging to Dr. Jamieson 
being completely destroyed. Owing to 
the high wind which prevailed during 
Saturday and Sunday the danger of} 
extensive destruction of property in 
case of fire was very great, but for- 
the firemen were able to 
keep the varios outbreaks in| 
hand, their proinpt arrival in éach 
case being responsible for the saving 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of pro- 
perty.

Blaze at St. Regis. 

This was the case to a FemMarkavie| 
degree in the blaze which occurred at 
the St. Regis hotel on Nomayo av- 
enue yesterday afternoon. Tgnited bya 
spark or a stub of a cigor on the 
north side of the building, the flames 
began to eat their Wuy between the 
joists, and as the wind was blowing 
in lively fashion about that time,

Most Seriou- Blaze. 

At 2.07 a.m. there was the most ser- 
fous fire of the series. A belated pe- 
destrian turned in the alarm, and the 
brigade found the Adams bMxpress 
stable at the corner of Athabasca and 
Second to be burning fiercely. The 
door, which was locked, was at once 
burst open, but by that time the five 
horses in the stable had been suffo- 
eated or cremated. Chief Lauder 
thinks somebody had been smoking in 
the stable during the night.

associated with the College of Bt. 
Franeis Xavier in the west end of this 
city. Edmonton is not lacking in able 
pulpit orators, but there is Always 
room in the front rank for a man of 
Father Drummond's calibre.He knows 
the northwest and her people's spirit. 
Far back as the year 1855 he was as- 
sociated with St. Boniface College, 
Winnipeg, and at intervals through 
sixteen years he lectured all over the 
western country. He has the culture 
not merely of books but of travel and 
residence in other Jands, having lived 
on both sides of the Atlantic. He vis- 
ited Edmonton as long ago as 1892, 
when he preached at we consecration 
ot Bishop Breynat. On that occasion 
Father Drummond lectured in this 
city, which had then a population of 
less than 3,000 people, 


It was in Montreal some years ago 
in the Chureh of the Jesu, on Bleury 
street, that the stranger had first the 
privilege of hearing Father Drum- 
mond. ‘There, in his native city, in the 
big pulpit to the left of the chapel of 
“Our Lady of Liesse,”” Father Drum- 
mond did not preach to empty 
benches, His sermons attracted many 
outside his own communion. The 
crowded church of mingled Catholics 
and non-Catholies; the strange’ fasin- 
ation of the Church of the Jesu; the 
venerable orator, with clear resonant 
voice, the scholarly discourse, with its 
crisp phrases, its convincing logic, its 
wealth of lucid explanation and prac- 
tical common sense, all these are mem- 
orles that cling to the stranger's mind, 

So on the news that Father Drum- 
mond was to begin a course of Ad- 
vent sermons in the chapel of the new 
college on 128th street, which is tho 
temporary church of the parish of St 
Francis Xavier, the stranger journey- 
ed westward, The visit had a three- 
fold interest, in its proof of the city's 
rapid development in building and 
belt-line, the car line connection to St. 
Albert being a leading feature of en- 
terprise; the new college on the fringe 
of the growing suburb was worth see- 
ing; and Father Drummond's 
quence was as. thought-kindiing as 
ever. To an outsider his theme was 
particularly interesting. He dealt with 
that strangest of religious phenomena, 
the unity the Roman Catholic 
church, 

“What is the secret,” asked Father 
Drummond, “of the unity” of 
trine, so manifest in the Catholic body 
and so startlingly absent in all other 
Christian bodies. It cannot be that we 
do not know the objections to our be- 
lief. They are thrust down our throats 
every day in the newspaper press, es- 
pecially when religius congresses and 
synods meet to express their Platonic 
desire for unity and the practical im- 
possibility of attaining it, when no two 
of their ministers agree on all points 
of doctrine. We Catholics are not 
Buddhists hidden away in the iasi- 
nesses of the east, bereft of all know- 
ledge of the outside world of modern 
thought. We know all about modern 
thought. Our philosophy, the same in 
all parts of the world, looks with am- 
used pity on the vaporings of Kant, 
Herbert Spencer, the late Professor 
James and the much-talked of Berg- 
son. How is it that we, the most 
learned, as well as the most ignorant, 
hold the same beliefs? No natural ex- 
planation of this unique phenomenon 
will suffice, The explanation must be 
supernatural. Faith is a gift of God 
quite different from mere intellectual 
conviction. As it is a supernatural gift 
it can be preserved only by prayer and 
regular participation in the sacra- 
ments, which are the wivinely ap- 
pointed channels of grace. What scho- 
larship in the world can compare with 
Catholic scholarship ?Her schélars have 
not merely human learning, but their 
minds are elevated and enriched by 
supernatural grace, 

“Those who leave the Catholic 
church for some other form of frag- 
mentary Christianity,” said Father 
Drummond, “either never had the 
true supernatural gift of faith, or lost 
it through ignorance or temptation, 
No one ever left the church in order 
to lead a holier life. Even our bitter- 
est foes recognize the fact that the 
Catholic church is the only uncom- 
promising antagonist of 1ace suicide 
and divorce. On the other hand, 
those who of their own accord, and in 
the face of the direct domestic perse- 
cution, come to us from without, are 
the noblest, bravest and purest of men 
and women, 

“Christ praying to His Father for 
His disciples that they might all be 
one, said the preacher, was one of the 
fundamental events in the records of 
their church, When Christ instituted 
His church He knew that if it were 
to be clearly recognizable,it must have 
certain notes of its own, Nearly two 
thousand years had passed, and these 
marks had never changed, Every time 
that we heard the creed, we knew that 
the church is ‘one, holy Catholie and 
apostolic.’ 

“First of the four notes of the 
church," said Father Drummond, “is 
unity, which is a fundamental need, 
Ali Christians aim today at some sort 
of unity, Non-Catholic bodies,g holt 
their congresses and discuss Mo seers 
of church union, but the only result 
of these congresses is to emphasize 
the lines of divisions So in order not 
to abandon their elusive guest, non- 
Catholic bodies are forced to the view 
that union can be accomplished by re- 
ducing the doctrina? standards to 
general, belief in Christ, 

“But the unity of the Catholic 
chureh,” said Father Drumomnd, “is 
quite different from any union pro- 
jects like these. Far from the chureh 
having to abandon any doctrine, she 
develops her doctrinal wealth. What 
was implicity-contained from the first 
in the faith delivered to the saints, 
becomes explicit in her successive de- 
finitions, Her unity extends not mere- 
ly to faith, or assent to divinely re- 
vealed truths, but to worship and gov- 
ernment. Even where the form and 
ritual of worship differ, the secvice is 
essentially the same.

Mr .Lazenby is visiting Northwes- 
tern Canada as a lecturer for the Bil- 
lings’ foundation, an auxiliary of the 
American Unitarian Association, He 
will make Edmonton his headquarters 
until about the middle of January and 
while here will fill the Unitarian pul- 
pit both morning and evening. His 
Sunday evening discourses will be 
along sociological or literary lines. 
His subject for next Sunday evening 
at the church corner of Jasper and 
Third, will be Winston Churchill's 
recent novel, “The Inside of the Cup.” 
At a meeting of the board of mana- 
gers, following yesterday morning's 
service, it was decided to postpone the 
organization of the socialogical club 
for which steps have already been 
taken, until after Mr, Lazenby's re- 
turn to the United States, in order 
that the congregation might have the 
full aid of his services both Sunday 
mornings and evenings while he is 
here. 

Mr. Lazenby was born and reared 
in England, but came to America 
about ten years ago. For the past 
eight years he has very acceptably 
served the Unitarian church at Lynn, 
Mass., and is now on leave of absence

TRADE CONDITIONS ARE GOOD. 


That the present ideal weather con- 
ditions obtaining througaout the pra- 
irie provinces is mot having a detri- 
mental effect upon business  condi- 
tions, is the opinion expressed by com- 
mercial men whe have visited Hd- 
monton during the week. Represen- 
tatives of all lines of mercantile busi- 
ness express themselves in terms 
which signify great satisfaction with 
trade conditions in Alberta, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. “Weather  condi- 
tions,’’ remarked the representative of 
one large concern, “while they are 
bound to have a certali effeet upon 
the volume of trade in stuple lines, 
cannot greatly affect trade conditions 
as a whole, Already during the pres- 
ent season,upwards of $95,000,000 have 
been paid to the prairie farmers for 
grain, and this, together with the in 
creased revenue from stock and dairy 
products, has placed the average 
farmer in a more prosperous condi- 
tion than he has known for some time, 
Whether his profits for the year be 
expended in one line or another does 
not detract from the fact that this 
$95,000,000 has been obtained from 
the markets of the world, and means 
that amount of money in circulation 
throughout the West more than was 
the case a few months ago.

The Morning Post suggests that one 


of the possibilities of the situation 
may be that Belfast, being a _ re- 
sourceful city, the government may 


unwittingly be creating in Belfast an 
army industry, equalling. that of Bir- 
mingham. 

The Daily Chronicle welcomes tlie 
proclamation as showing that the 
government means business and ex- 
presses the hope that army officers 
who hereafter use rebellious language

Will Ulster Be Disarmed? 

Some of the Unionist journalists 
foreshadow the second step of dis- 
arming Ulster, which they fear will 
have terrible consequences, the Ulster- 
men being determined to retain their 
means of defence until the Irish ques- 
tion is finally settled. 

The Daily Graphic hints at this 
view, when it says that the proclama- 
tion is a grave blunder, either too late, 
because most of the arming has al-

The Daily Express, coupling the

EUROPE 1S. BECOMING 
IMPATIENT: OVER THE 
MEXICAN SITUATION 


U. 8. Being Asked When Termi- 
nation of Present Conditions 
Will Take Place 


Washington, Dec. 5.—Guarded — in- 
guiries are being made at the State 
Department by representatives of 
some of the European governments as 
to the prospect for an early termina- 
tion of the present conditions in 
Mexico, which are immosing rrievous 
burdens upon foreign intereste. 

There is no evidence that these in- 
quiries have had any effect on the de- 
velopments of the administration's 
policy, in conneetion with Mexice. 
There is much unofficial talk, how- 
ever, of a probable recognition, as the 
Constitutionalists are in possession of 
more than half the country. 

The administration officials here
